President steps up 
attacks on the GOP 
at town hall in N.H. 

Nashua, N.H. 

President Obama unleashed bare- 
knuckled criticism against oppo- 
sition Republicans on Tuesday, 
using some of his toughest lan- 
guage yet to paint them as elector- 
al opportunists willing to switch 
positions at will to score points 
with voters. 

The president’s fellow Demo- 
crats have been pleading with him, 
as de facto leader of his party, to get 
tougher on Republicans leading into 
this fall’s midterm elections. 

Obama answered those calls 
at a town hall meeting in New 
Hampshire, where two House 
seats and a Senate seat are in play 
in November. 

The president made a play for 
bipartisanship, urging Congress’ 
minority Republicans to cooperate 
with him and Democratic leader- 
ship on overhauling the nation’s 
education, energy and health care 
policies, and on tackling record and 


crippling federal budget deficits. 
“Democrats can’t do this alone nor 
should we,” Obama said. 

Yet as the president reached out 
with one hand, he slapped with the 
other. Obama took Republicans 
to task for what he said are two 
instances of switching positions. 

He said that those who opposed 
last year’s massive stimulus pack- 
age, and have argued since that 


it isn’t helping to save or create 
jobs, have also claimed credit in 
their districts for projects that 
were funded by the bill. “They’ve 
found a way to have their cake and 
vote against it, too,” Obama said, 
without naming any lawmakers 
specifically. 

Obama also criticized Republi- 
cans for opposing a bill to create a 
bipartisan commission on reducing 


the deficit, saying that seven GOP 
senators who once co-sponsored the 
bill then voted against it. 

“It’s one thing to have an hon- 
est difference of opinion on some- 
thing,” Obama said. “It’s another 
to walk away from your responsi- 
bilities to confront the challenges 
facing this country because you 
think it’s good short-term politics.”

Agency’s new plan

Washington 

NASA has a brand-new strategy 
for human space flight. But now it 
needs to decide where to go. 

The Obama administration’s 
dramatic decision to kill NASA’s 
Constellation program, and with 
it the plan to send astronauts back 
to the moon to create a lunar base, 
has incited controversy across the 
space industry. It has also created 
a swarm of uncertainties. 

The old NASA strategy set a des- 
tination first and then developed

technology to get there. The new 
strategy calls for pouring billions 
into space technologies without 
defining the destination. 

The idea is to create techno- 


logical flexibility so that astro- 
nauts could potentially visit a 
variety of locations in the inner 
solar system, including the moon, 
near-Earth asteroids and possi- 
bly Mars. 

NASA’s administrator, Charles 
Bolden, a former astronaut Presi- 
dent Obama appointed to run the 
agency, on Tuesday denied that 
NASA’s future has become neb- 
ulous. 

“We are now going to have the 
national debate about where we 
should be going in space explo- 
ration,” Bolden said. “For any of 
you who think we are abandoning 
human space flight, I just respect-

Report: Americans 
drank more in 2009 
but stayed on budget 

New York 

Americans’ love affair with top- 
shelf booze cooled last year as 
the recession took a toll on high- 
priced tipples. 

A new report by an industry 
group shows people drank more 
but also turned to cheaper brands. 
They also chose to imbibe more at 
home and less in pricier bars and 
restaurants. 

Industry growth slowed in 
2009, with the amount of liquor 
sold by suppliers rising a meager 
1.4 percent. That’s the smallest 
increase since 2001 and below the 
10-year average of 2.6 percent. 

Last year, the lowest-priced seg- 
ment, with brands such as Popov 
vodka that can go for less than 
$10 for a fifth, grew the fastest, 
with volume rising 5.5 percent.

after edging up 0.6 percent in 2008. 
Meanwhile, the most expensive 
price range, roughly $30 or more 
for a bottle, fell the most, tumbling 
5.1 percent. 

Kenneth Jolly of Milwaukee has 
been swapping his favorite, prici- 
er liquors, such as Patron tequila, 
for cheaper brands to stay on top 
of his budget. For him, it’s sim- 
ple math. 

“If you consume a lot on a reg- 
ular basis and you have people 
come to your house, you have to 
adjust,” said Jolly, a 27-year-old 
network technician in Milwaukee 
who buys liquor every other week. 
“If your body can take it, you might 
as well buy the cheaper liquor.”

Aid Slow to Reach Many in Haiti 



Thousands still lack 
food and shelter as 
relief efforts expand 

Port-au-Prince, Haiti 

Three weeks after a powerful earth- 
quake destroyed Haiti’s capital, 
hundreds of thousands of desper- 
ate people still have not received 
food and shelter from an expand- 
ing international aid operation, 
U.S. officials said Tuesday. 

Rajiv Shah, the administrator of 
the U.S. Agency for International 
Development, said the relief effort 
has escalated in recent days and 
will continue to do so. Emergen- 
cy food aid has been provided to 
more than a million people in and 
around Port-au-Prince, but about 
2 million people need such assis- 
tance, he said. 

About 70,000 out of an esti- 
mated 240,000 to 300,000 fam- 
ilies who lost their homes have 
received plastic sheeting or tents, 
he said. 

“We are in an emergency relief 
situation, and we will continue to 
be in an emergency relief situation 
for many weeks to come,” Shah said 
at a news conference at the State 
Department. 

Shah said that water distribu- 
tion represents “a success story,” 
with no reported shortages. But

sanitation is still a challenge, he 
said, as is the process of clearing 
mounds of rubble from Port-au- 
Prince and other affected areas. 

Shah said that enough plastic 
sheeting, tents and other materials 
have arrived in the country to pro- 
vide shelter for 260,000 households 
and that relief workers are trying 
to get them to families living out- 
doors. One complication, he said, is 
“finding sites that are appropriate 
for families to build those shelters,” 
given the huge amount of debris 


and concrete covering land in the 
densely populated capital. 

Thousands of Haitians are 
being put to work clearing rub- 
ble under temporary work pro- 
grams, he said. 

Shah said the pace of food deliv- 
ery has picked up since aid work- 
ers established a system in which 
Haitian women are given coupons 
to pick up rice and other goods for 
their families at 16 distribution sites

Iran: Ready 
To Ship Out 
Uranium 


Tehran, Iran 

Iran said on Tuesday it was ready 
to send its uranium abroad for 
further enrichment as requested 
by the U.N. 

President Mahmoud Ahmadine- 
jad announced the decision in an 
interview with state Iranian tele- 
vision. 

He said Iran will have “no 
problem” giving the West its low- 
enriched uranium and taking it 
back several months later when it 
is enriched by 20 percent. 

The decision could signal a 
major shift in the Iranian position 
on the issue. For months, Iranian 
officials used the media to criticize 
the plan and offer alternatives. 

Still, it was unclear how much of 
a concession Ahmadinejad’s com- 
ments represented, even though 
he appeared to be saying for the 
first time that Iran was willing 
to ship out its enriched urani- 
um and wait for it to be returned 
in the form of fuel for its Tehran 
research reactor. 

His time frame of four or five 
months appeared to fall short of 
the year that Western officials say 
it would take for Iran’s enriched 
fuel to be turned into fuel rods for 
the reactor, nasser karimi (ap) 


Pope Deepens Rift With Secularists Over Equality Acts in U.K 


London 

Pope Benedict XVI’s condemna- 
tion of British equality legislation 
designed to protect gays and women 
in the workplace has deepened the 
rift between the Vatican and secu- 
larists, who demand that taxpay- 
ers not foot the bill for his newly 


announced September visit. 

The Roman Catholic Church’s 
opposition to allowing gays to 
become priests or having rights 
such as adoption puts it at odds with 
changing attitudes in Britain, where 
acceptance of homosexuality has 
increased in recent decades. 

It’s not the only conflict between 


Britons and the pontiff Benedict 
recently surprised the Church of 
England by inviting Anglicans who 
oppose women priests and bishops 
into the Roman Catholic fold. 

In an address to English bishops 
Monday, Benedict said some British 
legislation had imposed “unjust lim- 
itations on the freedom of religious 


communities to act in accordance 
with their beliefs.” He complained 
that the law had in some cases vio- 
lated “the natural law upon which 
the equality of all human beings is 
grounded.” 

Many critics in Britain saw the 
pope’s comments as a criticism of

Israel Secures Beaches 



Palestinian militants 
claim responsibility 
for floating bombs 

Jerusalem 

Palestinian militants said Tuesday 
they had launched a large num- 
ber of floating explosives into the 
Mediterranean Sea to avenge the 
death of a top Hamas commander, 
a day after two bomb-laden barrels 
washed up on Israel’s coastline. 

Israeli authorities launched an 
intensive search for new bombs, 
closing miles of beaches and 
deploying robotic bomb squads. 

Abu Saed, a spokesman for the 
Popular Resistance Committees, 
a Gaza faction with close ties to 
Hamas, said the attack was meant 
to avenge the killing last month of 
Mahmoud al-Mabhouh, a veter- 
an Hamas operative who Israeli 
defense officials say was involved 
in smuggling rockets into Gaza. 


Hamas says Israeli Mossad 
agents ambushed al-Mabhouh in 
his Dubai hotel room, immobilized 
him with an electrical shock and 
strangled him to death. 

Israel has refused to comment 
on the allegations. 

“We confirm that there are 
still many of these charges in the 
ocean, and they haven’t exploded 


yet,” Abu Saed said. 

In Jerusalem, Israeli Prime Min- 
ister Benjamin Netanyahu accused 
Hamas of being behind the weapons, 
with support from Iran and Syria. 

“We view with great severi- 
ty the Hamas operation near the 
Gaza beach, and we will respond 
accordingly,” he said, without elab- 
orating. MARK LAVIE (AP) 


Ahmadinejad Proposes Prisoner Swap With U.S. 


Tehran 

Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad on Tuesday proposed 
a prisoner swap of Iranians in U.S. 
prisons for three American hikers 
being held in Tehran. 


Ahmadinejad said in an inter- 
view with state TV that there 
were negotiations about possibly 
exchanging the hikers for several 
Iranians jailed for years in the U.S. 
— including a nuclear scientist who 
disappeared in Saudi Arabia. 


Ahmadinejad did not mention 
any specifics, but in December Iran 
released a list of 11 Iranians it says 
are being held in the U.S. 

The Americans held in Iran 
accidentally crossed the border in 
July, their families have said, (ap)

D.C. Council OKs City Vote for AG 


Measure gives power 
to residents, instead of 
mayor, to fill position 

Washington 

The D.C. Council agreed to legisla- 
tion Tuesday that would ask District 
residents to elect the city’s chief 
attorney, instead of allowing the 
mayor to fill the position. 

The measure, approved on a 12-1 
final vote, comes amid ongoing 
tension between the council and 
the current attorney general, Peter 


Nickles, an appointee and longtime 
friend of Mayor Adrian M. Fen- 
ty’s. For the change to take effect. 
Congress would have to amend the 
city’s Home Rule charter. 

Council members stressed that 
the legislation was designed to 
inject independence into the office 
— not to target Nickles — and to 
bring the District in line with 43 
states that have elected attorneys 
general. The city’s lawyer would 
be required to serve a four-year 
term and have practiced law in 
the District for at least five of the 
past 10 years. 


The partisan election would not 
take place until 2014 and would 
not apply to Nickles, according to 
council member Phil Mendelson, 
D-At Large, the 
bill’s sponsor. 

Even so, Nick- 
les said he oppos- 
es the legisla- 
tion because it 
would have “disas- 
trous” results. The 
mayor, he said, 
would have to hire a new team 
of lawyers and there would be a 
“continuing struggle between the 


Attorney General’s lawyers and the 
mayor’s lawyers,” Nickles wrote 
in a letter Tuesday to explain his 
position. 

The council rejected on a 10-3 
vote an amendment by council 
member Tommy Wells, D-Ward 
6, that would have instead trans- 
ferred the powers of the U.S. Attor- 
ney’s Office to an elected district 
attorney. 

Voters approved a referendum 
proposal in 2002 that would have 
allowed an elected district attor- 
ney to prosecute local crimes.

'Don’t Ask’ Battle Brews 

Military leaders tell leery lawmakers it’s time to repeal US. policy on gay troops 


By the Numbers 

The “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy has been subject to criticism because of 
the number of troops affected by it and the cost to implement it. 


Washington 

It’s time to repeal the military’s 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” policy and 
allow gay troops to serve openly for 
the first time in history, the nation’s 
top defense officials declared Tues- 
day, with the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff proclaiming that ser- 
vice members should not be forced 
to “lie about who they are.” 

However, both Defense Secre- 
tary Robert Gates and Joint Chiefs 
of Staff Chairman Adm. Mike Mul- 
len asked for a year to study the 
impact before Congress would lift 
the controversial policy. 

Reversing the Pentagon’s 17-year- 
old policy toward gays “comes down 
to integrity” for the military as an 
institution and for the service mem- 
bers themselves, Mullen told a Sen- 
ate hearing. Unpersuaded, several 
Republican senators said they would 


oppose any congressional effort to 
repeal the policy. 

The Pentagon announced an 
11-month review of how the ban 
could be lifted, as President Obama 
has said he will work to do. But 
there is no deadline for ending the 
policy that dates to President Bill 
Clinton’s tenure. In the meantime. 
Gates announced plans to loosen 
enforcement rules for the policy. 

Homosexuality has never been 
openly tolerated in the American 
military, and the 1993 policy was 
intended to be a compromise that 
let gay men and women serve as 
long as they stayed silent about 
their sexuality. Clinton had wanted 
to repeal the ban, but the military 
and many in Congress argued that 
doing so would disrupt order. 

Repealing the ban would take an 
act of Congress, something that does 
not appear close to happening.

Message From a Barrel 


Eco -tourists double 
as mail carriers on a 
Galapagos island 

Destinations 

Floreana Island’s postal service 
hasn’t evolved from its origins 
hundreds of years ago. But unlike 
Darwin’s finches, it doesn’t need 
to adapt to survive. 

Instead of stamps and letter car- 
riers, the Galapagos isle relies on 
the kindness of travelers to move 
its mail. Twice a day including Sun- 
day, boatloads of unofficial mail 
carriers land in Post Office Bay and 
walk a few sandy yards to a wood- 
en barrel crammed with postcards 
and notes left by past visitors. The 
guests, mainly cruisers eco-tour- 
ing the Ecuadorian islands, sort 


through the stacks, looking for 
addresses near their homes. They 
also drop their own messages into 
the receptacle, adding another link

to the chain of mail. 

The practice started in the late 
1700s as a way for English whal- 
ers to communicate with those 
back home. The men heading out 
to sea would deposit their corre- 
spondence, which sailors returning 
home would collect and deliver. 


I found cards addressed to Cali- 
fornia, Toronto, France and Germa- 
ny. After flipping through countless 
images of sea lions and blue-footed 
boobies, I finally scored: East Cap- 
itol Street, Washington, D.C. 

It was exciting to make a con- 
nection, but then I realized that I 
actually had to deliver the postcard 
— or else let down the writer and 
a centuries-old tradition. Buying 
a stamp and mailing it is consid- 
ered cheating, our guide, Carlos, 
warned us. But arriving at a strang- 
er’s house with a “surprise” from 
someone you’ve never met could 
be a little creepy, right? 

To her credit, Kathy Brennan 
was a model recipient. I left a note 
in her mailbox saying that I wished 
to deliver something from her friend 
Nancy and asking her to call me. 
When we talked on the phone, Bren- 


nan was excited to hear that I knew 
Nancy, until I admitted that I had 
no idea who Nancy was. Even after 
that, she invited me over. 

In her living room, I handed 
her the postcard of two sea lions, 
explaining its journey from a barrel 
in the sand to a D.C. rowhouse. 

“I’m amazed that you picked 
up this card and hand-delivered 
it to me,” said Brennan. “This is 
the ultimate travel story.” 

Later, I called the letter writer, 
Nancy Buermeyer, to find out when 
she’d “mailed” the card. Amazing- 
ly, it was the day before I’d arrived 
in Post Office Bay. 

“I mailed postcards to friends 
who did not get them yet,” said 
the San Francisco resident. “Turns 
out you are more efficient than the 
Ecuadoran and U.S. postal servic- 
es.”

The Makings for 
Whoopie (Pie) 

Little Amish ladies supposedly in- 
vented Whoopie Pies (crunnbly choco- 
late cookies sandwiched around fluffy 
frosting), which are experiencing a cup- 
cake nnonnent. The sugary carb bonnbs 
— think Oreos on steroids — were fea- 
tured in the New York Tinnes’ food sec- 
tion last sunnnner, and they’re now sold 
at Whole Foods and Trader Joe’s. 

But any Pennsylvania farnn chick 
would tell you it’s nnore econonnical to 
nnake Whoopies at home. Though you 
could just plop blobs of cake batter 
on a cookie sheet, Williams-Sonoma’s 
new Whoopie Pie Pan ($25, Williams- 
sonoma.com), which looks like a flat- 
tened muffin tin, promises to produce 
nearly uniform-sized cakelets. 

We tested the contraption with 
W-S’ Red Velvet Whoopie Pie Mix 
(shown, $14, Williams-sonoma.com). 
While directions on the box assumed 
a more loaded kitchen than many 
folks possess, the recipe proved easy 
to follow — if shocking to our daily cal- 
orie count (11 tablespoons of butter!). 

After popping beet-hued batter 
in the oven, the muffin top-ish treats 
popped out easily. The included icing 
mix, combined with cream cheese, 
whirled into a filling rich enough to 
fuel an afternoon in the fields or cu- 
bicle. Still, we think the dessert is 
misnamed: Eat one Whoopie, and you 
won’t feel like getting romantic; you’ll 
feel like taking a nap.
